EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard to 
Independent Claims 1 and 29, the Applicant has sufficiently amended and defined the lamp 
assembly, whereby the prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural limitations 
claimed therein, specifically to the first terminal being removably coupled to the connector to 
receive the first discharge voltage from the inverter and providing the first discharge voltage to 
the connector, and whereby the first terminal is configured to facilitate disassembly and 
reassembly with a coupling portion of the connector to provide electrical connection 
therebetween. All subsequent claims are allowable due to dependency.
